Brigndier General W. W. Atterbury,

who sorved with much distinetion in

charge of the transportation department
in France during the war, last evening
gave his views as to the future military
policy of the United States before a
large crowd of his fellow members of

"‘“_T'ﬂi"" Leagine and their friends,

Genernl Atterbury was introduced by
former Governor Fdwin 8, Stuart, whao
preeided, and the speaker wna received
with tremendous applause, the nudience
riging to greet him. He broke at onee
fnto his subject, “The Future of the
United States Army.'" with’ the Asser-
tion that the world is now and for
many years will be involved and tu-
multuous, The old order of conditions in
this country can never return. Con-
tinental enmity and palitical and racial
hatred have not been climinated and we
may ag well make up our minds that we
are now in world polities and we are
today the one strong nation of the
world,

Preparedness Needed

A reasonable amount of national pre-
paredness s vital te our continued
well-being, and to obtain this it is
necesuary that the army, the navy and
our great industries be co-ordinated.
The first step in this program fs the
formation of n national defense board
and a thorough agreement wpon a na-
tional policy. The ultimate need will
be the entire manpower of the nation,
but the immediate need is for an or-
ganization which can be summoned to
the nation's defense at any time,

Then there should be a genernl staff
formed. The outbreak of the war found
each department working out its own
salvation, often to the detriment of
departments equally  important. The
great lesson of the war to the United
Btates is the necessity of a general
staff.

General Atterbury recommended for

But at West Point, there are cases
where the roster shows the sons, grand-
sons and great-grandsons are desecen-
dants of army officers. He strongly
advocated the use of elvilians on the
Weat Point faculty in those lines which
are not military science per se., The
traditions of West Point are strong
and class after class follows the routine
of those of fifty or more years ago. The
general staff work for military prepara-
tion is 8 real science and the men
assigned to it should have an especial
training.

General Altterbury also advocated n
system of promotion in our army by
gelection and  elimination, making
senjority a purely secondary matter,
He gave instances of how the present
system had not always worked out to
the best interests of the army and
pointed out that the Germans never |

Praises Pershing

He also urged that civilians take more
interest in the army and its officers and
men, and spoke of hizs own difficulties
in the early days of his work abroad,
due to the fact that he himself was
guilty of this national fault, The army,
he declared, was our salvition in the
hours of our trial,

General Atterbury closed with a fine
tribute to General Pershing and Gen-
eral Harbord, who, he said, were the
chief men responsible for the splendid
success of the Ameriean expeditionary
forces in France, and with another to|
the man who almost alone had aroused |
the country to a sense of the danger of
unpreparedness and who had m-gnnlxedl
the training camps which played so
great a part in the rapid organization
of our army, General Leonard Wood.
